More Pressure 
On Russia to 
Remove Planes

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit- 


ed' States is reported to be in- 
creasing its diplomatic pressure 
in Russia for prompt removal of 
Soviet jet bombers in Cuba. 


Withdrawal of the planes — the 


ast of the offensive weapons to 
which the United States made 
specific objection — dominates all 
U.S.-Soviet 
contacts, 
including 


personal exchanges between Pres- 
dent Kennedy and Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev, informants 'said. 


Kennedy is understood to have 


made clear to Khrushchev that it 
will be impossible for th eUnited 
States to move on any other front 
of diplomatic relations until the 
bomber problem is setled. 


The President and his advisers 


regard it in large part as an issue 
of good faith, since Khrushchev 
promised to take from Cuba all 
the offensive weapons to which 
Kennedy objected and not just the 
42 missiles cleared out last week- 
end. 
' 


Washington officials said the 


bomber issue is of greater concern 
than Prime Minister Fidel Cas- 
tro's threat to shot down U.§, 
reconnaissance aircraft. 


Storm Troubles

If Fidel Castro isi not to emerge 


in the guise of victor and! hero 
from the U.S.-Soviet confrontation, 
it may be necessary one of these 
days for the United States to re- 
heat the Cuban crisis. 


The appearance of a Castro vic- 


tory in the Cuban standoff, after 
all that has happened, could have 
disastrous results for U.S. policy 
in Latin America, where it scored 
heavily; with the strong posture 
which resulted in dismantling of 
Soviet missiles in the Caribbean.

for his side. It is entirely possible 
for him to proclaim himself a vic- 
tor over the "North American im- 
perialists" if nothing is done about

M. Nixon from be- 
ing renominated, proposed Herter 
as Eisenhower's running mate. 


Herter refused to go along and 


was the one who nominated the 
unopposed Nixon at the conven- 
tion. Then Stassen caved in so 
completely he seconded the nom- 
ination. 


Herter, as secretary of state, 


didn't st any record. But no one 
expected him to. He inherited a 
foreign policy already laid down 
by Dulles and Eisenhower. This 
made h« job a holding operation. 
He did it well, and quietly.

Thou- 
sands of telephone calls and sev- 
eua! hundred telegrams deluged 
ABC after the program, officials 
of the' company said. 


In the succeeding days, New 


York newspapers published scores 
of fetters relating to these two 
events. The majority appeared to 
be favorable to Nixon.
